DISTRICT COMMITTEE. 


These servants of the people have faithfully performed 
their duty in’ seeking out teachers of a-high grade. It is 
not frequent that a country town, with so many small 
schools, secures the services of so many well qualified 
teachers. It would not seem to be unreasonable, how- 
ever, that agents engaged by others to employ laborers, 
should go at least once in two or three months to see how 
those laborers are succeeding in their work. True, there 
are officers whose special duty it is to have the oversight 
of all the schools, but who would none the less be glad to 
meet the district committees occasionally in the schools. 


TEACHERS AND SCHOOLS. 


Most of the teachers added to their value and assured 
their success by considerable previous experience, only 
two of the twenty making their first efforts. Some of 
them have the ripeness of years of former labor, and their 
schools have illustrated the value of the teacher of experi- 
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ence compared with the inexperienced— a value difficult 
to be estimated in dollars and cents. All teachers must 
have a beginning, still it is well for all committees to aim 
to ‘get the best.” The people of this town are to be 
congratulated in regard to the quality of their schools. 
Not a single term has been a failure, and scarcely one 
fallen below a fair average. A view of the various terms 
will be given in the 3 


DISTRICT REPORTS. 


No. 1. This is one of the best schools, and the teacher 
of the first term, though of small experience, conducted 
the school with credit to herself and profit to the pupils. 
Classes in reading attracted attention. 


The winter term was taught by one who is widely 
known as a good disciplinarian and instructor. The 
school was very orderly and studious, and passed a fine 
examination. Besides the ordinary studies were classes 
in Algebra, Physiology, and Book-keeping. The interest 
shown by the parents and others in the examinations is 
worthy of imitation. 


No. 4. Two different teachers were employed in this 
district. Both have had previous experience and did good 
work. Class in Fourth Reader and one class in Geogra- 
phy were noticably good, while all the classes made fair 
progress. A little firmer discipline anda more constant 
attendance would add to the value of the school. 


No: 5. This school had the services of a female teacher 
in the first and second terms, who prosecuted her work 
with zeal and interest. The class in Elementary Arith- 
metic was specially good. Much improvement was mani- 
fest in the Rhetorical Exercises which are quite neglected 
in some cases. The only male teacher in town, aside 
from the High School, taught the third term. It was his 


« 
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first essay at teaching, but with a fine education and prac- 
tical teaching abilities, he had a good school. The classes 
were ready with what they had in hand. This school 
furnished the best reader of any under my superintend- 
ence. 


No. 6. Miss Rosella Perry taught the first and second 
terms giving complete satisfaction to all parties. She 
had taught consecutively the four preceding terms, and is 
an enthusiastic and pains-taking teacher. The classes in 
Geography take high rank. Here was also a fine class 
in that much neglected but very important study, Intellec- 
tual Arithmetic, and I am sorry to say it was the only 
class, except in the smallest primary work. 


The third term was a good school and the classes were 
well drilled in what they undertook, but went over too 
little ground for a term of 12 weeks. Class in Higher 
Arithmetic took first rank. 


No. 7. Here were three short but successful terms, 
under two teachers. The first term gave good satisfac- 
tion, and the teacher of the second and third terms had 
the happy faculty to take the pupils where she found them 
and carry them successfully onward. Classes in Practical 
Arithmetic, History and Algebra were noteworthy. 


No. 8. This district had but twe terms. In the first 
term the scholars were few and young; and besides hear- 
ing the usual recitations the teacher imparted a large 
amount of oral instruction to her pupils. It was a pleas- 
ant and useful school. 


The second term was not a success, nor yet a failure. 
The teacher had no large experience, and expected only 
young pupils. She was therefore quite surprised to find 
several well grown young men. Whether the responsi- 
bility of ill success was more with the teacher or the dis- 
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trict may be an open question. No complaint has reached 
us of any lack of literary qualification, and the school 
appeared well in the presence of the Superintendent. 


No. 9. The setting forth of this school last year was 
crisp and brief: ‘‘Two terms of school less profitable 
than any other we have to report.” This year it can be 
said with equal emphasis: Three terms of school as profit- 
able as any we have to report. Here is a fine illustration 
of the fact that the best teachers are cheapest in the end. 
In written compositions and grammatical exercises it 
ranks first. Aside from the routine studies much general 
knowledge was acquired. In all regards the school was 
highly satisfactory. | 

No. 10. But one term for the year, and that taught 
by the youngest of all the teachers, but one who, with 
maturity and experience, may become a successful worker 
in this important calling. The school appeared well in 
its earlier stages, and we much regretted the inability to 
visit it near the elose of the term, being called away by 
the decease of a near relative. 


No. 11. A quiet and successful school year of two 
terms, both of which had the services of the same teacher, 
who carried the school grandly on from the point of suc- 
cess from which it was reported last year. Some of the 
youngest pupils made fiue progress in writing on the black- 
board. 


No. 13. This is a small but interesting school of young 
pupils, and enjoyed, during both terms of the school 
year, the care and labors of the highly prized teacher of 
last year. Special mention may be made of an oral class 
in Geography and Arithmetic. It is much to be regret- 
ted that the teachers cannot be retained longer in the same 
schools.

No. 14. Three terms of school with one teacher. The 
‘pupils are few and young, but the attendance was con- 
stant and the progress excellent. The teacher knows how 
to teach orally and use the blackboard to advantage. 
The last examination was very interesting. 

THINGS NEEDED. 

1. Many of the school-houses need repairs; some of 
._ them need extensive repairs. Let each district ask, Is 
it 1? 

2. Each school should have a globe, if not more than 
four inches in diameter. If several of the districts would 
unite in this movement they could be obtained at consid- 
erably reduced prices. 


8. After a careful review of the whole field, it would 
seem that the following changes in district boundaries 
would be highly beneficial: Nos, 13 and 14 both need 
to repair their school-houses ; Jet them form one district 
and build a new house. 


Nos. 5, 6 and 7 all need better houses. They might 
be very well united in one strong district and very much | 
enhance the value of their school privileges. Nos. 6 and 7 
now need considerable repairs and changes in their houses 
which cost would make quite an item in providing a new ~ 
house for the united district.

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UNION DISTRICT, Nos. 2 & 3. 
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The first term of the village schools began April 17th, 
and continued 10 weeks; the second, September 11th, 
and continued 10 weeks; the third, December 3d, and 
continued 138 weeks. Total in weeks, 33. 


In addition te the regular tuition, instruction in singing 
by Miss Grinnell has been secured for the High and 
Grammer Schools; two lessons each week during the 
second term and the first half of the third, and one lesson 
a week during the second half of the third term. 


NortH Primary. Miss Marion Lewis, a teacher of 
experience, has taught this school during the past year. 
Her aim was thoroughness. She has been faithful and 
devoted to the work, and of course successful. 


The parents in this district have great reason to be 
thankful at having so efficient a teacher for Mrs. Putnam’s 
successor. The average age is much less, and the num- 
ber of scholars greater than in the South Primary. Her 
patience and efficiency are highly appreciated by the com- 
mittee. 

Sourn Prirmary.—This school not only maintains its 
old standard of excellence, but improves each year under 
Miss Louisa H. Grinnell’s tuition. Good deportment, 
brisk and animated recitations are always observed in this 
school. . 

GRAMMAR SecHoot.—It seems almost unnecessary to 
report this school in which Miss Laura V. Stoughton has 
labored so long and so successfully. We can still say that 
her interest in her school never flags. Well conducted 
recitations are always expected, and one is never disap- 
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pointed. Her blackboard instuction in grammar we un- 
hesitatingly recommend to teachers as a model. Great 
attention has been paid to the reading classes with marked 
success. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The first term of the year was the last for which the 
services of Mr. George E. Perley could be secured. He 
was given up with much regret. Mr. W. W. Allen was 
then engaged. His work has been highly satisfactory. 
The discipline has been good, the methods of teaching 
uncommonly practical. All scholars who wished, have 
made great progress. When the first class had finished 
the Practical Arithmetic, the Committee were requested 
to be present at a review of the same. No text books 
were used. After a thorough questioning, examples :for 
practice were readily performed and clearly explained. 
The review was excellent ; creditable to both scholars and 
teacher. 


In all branches an effort has been made to teach schol- 
ars to think; but when fourteen classes are to be heard 
each day, very little time can be spared for extra work. 
One lesson carefully recited is worth three hurried recita- 
tions. 

Mr. Allen has been so faithful a teacher, it is hoped he 
can be secured for another year. 


The number of scholars on the High School Register 
at date is 42. Of these, one comes from Walpole, and is 
resident here during term-time. Eight are in attendance 
from various districts of our own town. The attendance 
in this school during the last two terms has been nearly 
constant, averaging about 97 per cent. 


By vote of the district there was authorized the pur- 
chase of text books from publishers, and the sale of same
